Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 1 1/1/06 with respect to Claims 1-8 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-8 has been v^ithdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Sachs US 6,331,865 teaches a terminal for dovmloading from a distribution server 
encrypted content data and a content key, (Col 4 line 66- Col 5 line 7). Sachs teaches that 
downloading is only allowed upon authentication data is authenticated, (Col 4 lines 1-10). 
Sachs teaches that after downloading the content key is used to decrypt the encrypted 
content data (Col 5 lines 13-16). Sachs does not teach power supply methods 

Kim US 6,044,473 teaches a terminal with a switch to change the power status when the 
casing of the terminal is closed. Kim teaches the terminal will go into a low power state 
if closed. Kim does not teach allowing the terminal to maintain power until a previously 
started download is complete. 

Christensen US 5,996,078 teaches a power management method, where the power supply 
remains on to complete downloading data, based on a timer interrupt. Christensen does 
not teach maintaining power based on closing a terminal after starting a download.
